COVENT GARDEN: 

Tux Opera of Fontainebleau, was performed, last night,‘ with very 
entertaining effect. It is a piece that does not bear criticising ; forit is 
a mass of whim, much broad humor, but no wit. 

The musical part of the characters was. very ably sustained by 
Mr. Pearman, Mr. Durvuser, Miss M. Tree, ‘Miss Havanpre, 
and Miss Love. ‘The farcieal characters were.rendered very antusing, 
particularly Sir John Bull by Mr. Bartiry ; Lapoche by Mr. Yares ; 
Lackland by Mr. Jones; Colenel Epaulette by Mr. Faruryy' and 
Squire Tallysho by Mr. Evans, only required an increased dash of . 
confidence to render the part fully effective. 

Miss Dolly Bull was acted by Miss Foore, witha great deal of 
humor, and her mama found a substantial representative in. Mrs. 
Davenport. Mrs. Pearce, lately of the Haymarket Theatre, ap- 
peared here for the first time, as Mrs. Casey. In this line, ond that 
of elderly spinsters, she is excellent. 

The melo-drame of The Blind Boy followed ; and Mrs, CuatTerLey 
made her first courtesy—we beg pardon—her first bow for the season, 
in the character of Hdmund. She was warmly weleomed back to a 
Stage of which she is a most attractive member. 


Miss Paton, who every one knows has been so eminently distin- 
guished at the Haymarket Theatre for her musical powers,appears here 
to-night, for the first time; being engaged, we understand, on liberal 
terms, for several years. She bears a most amiable private charac- 
ter; and it must be most gratifying to every one to be able to ap- 
plaud talent united with virtue. 


The New Serious Melo-drame of this evening is founded, no doubt, 
on gome intcresting ,portion of the life of that extraordinary mar 
Ali Pacha who, so Yong braved the whole force of the Grand Seignor. 
The following extract from the Preface to the Memoirs of ,this chief- 
iain, just published, may, perhaps, prove in unison with his dramatic 
character. 

“ Ali, whether considercd in his elevation or his fall, must) be al- 
lowed to claim a distinguished place in the history of his comtempo- 
varies. His character jis marked by features the most prominent and 
decided. The glorious deeds of this veteran, grown grey under the 
weight of arms, and covered with honorable scars, are celebrated by 
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the Albanians, who consider him as thé most distinguished of thei: 
warriors.” 





DRURY-LANE. 


AnoTHeR crowded house was witnessed here, last night. The 
School for Scandal, was acted with very considerable eclat. Mr. 
Tsrry’s Sir Peter Teasle we have before had occasion to speak of : 
—it has some excellerices, but several defects. ‘The latter, however, 
arise from nothing but a peculiarity of manner which more or less 
tinges every performance of this gentleman, whose judgment and 
knowledge of his profession is on all occasions highly conspicuous. 
Mr. Dowvox, who it rejoices us again to see on the Metropolitan 
Stage, made Sir Oliver every thing that could be wished for in the 
character. Mr. Cooper’s performance ef Joseph Surface is highly 
respectable—if Mr, Youne, however, had acted it—but, we presume, 
Mr, Young will not descend here to Comedy. Mr. Extiston was the 
gay Charles ; and he supported the part witha pleasant freedom and 
vivacity. Lady Teazle, performed by Mrs W. West, _ lost 
none of her attractions in that lady’s keeping. Yet we admire her 
most in characters where there is something of © serious interest--- 
not in raving but quiet tragedy, or gentle comedy. The whole of the 
scandalizing coterie was admirably sustained by Mr. Garrir, Mr. 
Hartey, Mrs. Grover, and Mrs. Kyientr. Miss Smiriuson as 
Maria, was agreeable, as she always is. 


The musical Entertainment of The Poor Soldier is excellently per- 
formed here. Madame Vesrnis makes a most charming Patrick, and 
sang divinely. She was encored in the Row de dow. Mr. Mrcier as 
Dermot gave his song of “ Dear Tom this brown jug,” in so pleasing 
a style that he was unanimously eneored. Mr. Hartey was most 
amusing as Darby ; and the other characters were excellently«sup- 
ported by Mr. Garrie, Mr. G. Smrra, Miss Forpe, and Miss Copz.ayp.
